" Facts and ActSi" 

In the Governor's - late spoooh we 
perceive that mention is made of 
several Aots that Id the opinion of His 
Excellency shonld be repealed, and of 
others that sbould ^bo extended over 
the United Colony. There are, how- 
ovor, 80V oral other Acts Btill in force 
on the iBland to which no allusion has 
boon mado, and which, wo think, might 
bo benoficially nmondod find extended 
to the niainhuid. Among tho lawH to 
which wo rofor there is nono that poa- 
808808 moro real importance than llio 
Horaoeteud Act. Tho old Colony of 
British Columbia was not blessed wilb 
a measure of tho kind ; but if it is not 
too proud to take a lesson in logiola- 
tion from its moro advanced, tbougli 
not BO nnwieldly consort, it has a glor- 
ioas opportunity cifored it of in some 
degree repairing tho faults of past 
legislation by extending tho provisions 
of the Act over the length and breadth 
of its limits. As perfection is not to 
be expected on this mnndane sphere, 
it would be idle to suppose that the 
production of Vancouver lawgivers 
can bo laultloss. Even Vancouver 
Btalosmon are not infallible, for we find 
that the Act allows an irresponsible 
bachelor tho privilege ot registering a 
homestead of tho samo value as that 
allowed a man of family. Now, wo 
have no objoction»3 to bachelors as 
bachelors; in fact, wo have a great 
respect for many of them, believing 
tha't most of the unfortunate follows 
can furnish good veasona for not wish- 
ing to enter a state of doubloblessod" 
uess; but we do not think that u man 
without a family should enjoy the 
same privilege under the flomestead 
Act as a man of family, or that ho is 
entitled to the same consideration and 
protection. Take, tor instance, any 
single man in the Colony, and see how 
light his expenditure must bo in com- 
parison with that of a man with a wile 
and five or six children dependent 
upon him for food and raiment. The 
original idea of a Iloinestoad Act waw 
to prtveht families buddenly reduced 
in circumstances irum sinking into a 
state of utier destitution. Tho law 
was intended to shield the wifo and 
children of tho bankrupt trom want; 
and tho clause that exempts tlio prop- 
erty of a single man from seizure per- 
verts tbo object had in view by the 
framers of the first llotnestead Act. 
In tho same law wo find a clause that 
compels a party registering a homc- 
Btead to reside upon it. Now this 
clause is also faulty and unjust. We 
know more than one family in Vic- 
toria who own property remote from 
their place of business, and who are 
compelled to reside near the centre of 
town and lease thoir homesteads to 
othoTH ; wen; they to fail to-mor- 
row tlio oioditors could seize and sell 
every srick they possess. This is 
another palpable injuslieo, and one 
that Hhould bo remedied. A married 
man nhould bo allowed to record 5525(10 
worth of really an a lioineHtuad, and, 
whouhcr be resides upon it or not, the 
property should bo naufed from his 
creditors, provided it 'vero idiown (um 
tho Act provides) that ho was Kolvent 
when he eflectod tho registration. 
With the exception H wo have poiiitoil 
out, we believe tho provisions ol tho 
Homestead Act may be extended over 
tbe entire Colony with beneficial re- 
sults. 

Tho want of a Lion Law has 
always been soriouBly felt by mo- 

ohanicB and working men in both 
Bcotioufl, aad tho passugo of a proper 



bill should oarly engage the attention 
of the Council. Wo are iu favor of 
having tho rights of the employers 
protected to tlioir luUcBt extent ; but 
wo do not want to soo the protection 
all on one side of tho fence. Working 
mon have as much right, to protection 
as employers, and while wo would 
not place in tho hands of a dishonest, 
discontented workman, the power to 
ruin the contractor, we would pass a 
law to prevent the latter from ob- 
taining an advance on work and 
swindling the poor man out of his 
earnings. If tho party for whom the 
work is being performed is silly 
enough to make tbo advance without 
first seeing that he has proper security 
that the men will bo paid, tho build-' 
ings which ho has engaged tho con- 
tractor to oroct should be within reach 
oi attachment by tho workman. 

A general Municipal Law, one with 
simple machinery, that will not re- 
ouii-o a groat amount of money to 
keep in running order, and that will 
bo Buitod to every town in tho Colony 
containing a fixed number of in- 
habitants, is also essential. 'J'he 
present Incorporation Act of Victoria 
is a poor affair, and tho Corporation 
would bo most thankful to exchange 
it for a moro suitable substitute that 
might easily be obtained undor a 
General Law. 

Then there are the Legal Pro- 
fessions. On the Island tbe old 
English system of separating tho 
professions is kept up ; while on the 
mainland, all distinctions aro swept 
away, and barristers may praclico as 
attorneys, or vice versa, or both — " as 
they like it 1" One foe seeares a client 
proper legal advice. 'J'ho law is thus 
placed within the reach of tho poorest, 
and although tho traditional awe with 
which Englishmen regard horsehair, 
when mado up io tho shape of bag- 
wigs and placed on tho heads of legal 
gontleiuon, is greatly IcHsenod, we 
bavo yet to learn that tho eilicaoy of 
the law has been in any respect im" 
paired by the union of tho professions. 



Femalb iNriRMARV. — The lecture on 
"Egypt and tbe Pyramids," delivered by 
His Lordship the Bisliop of the Diocese, 
look plaee last evening at the Boys' Col- 
legiate School Rotm, Ifumboidt street, 
Chief Jastice Needbam in tbe chair. Tbe 
different places, commeDoios nitti the poiot 
of depaitare from England, toacbed at en 
route to Egypt, were boiuitifiilly illustruttid 
by dissolving views. Southamptoo, the 
Ntedles, Gibraltar, .Malu, Ale.vaii(iri;i, the 
Old Ferry at Cairo, Boulah, a eiroot in 
Cairo, the Templo ot Kaniah al 'I'liebes, tho 
interior <if llio f'yramiJ of CheopH, a 
section of the- same, and a second Btrecl 
view in Ciiiro. Each of lhu.=o iiitt!rt.'sliiii; 
views, as they were csquisitoly delinoatiid 
on llio canvas, wore graphically described 
by his lordship, who briefly sketched Ibeir 
hiatory and aneieut grandeur, aod embellish- 
ed his subjecti with some fine poetry. 
Hia Lordship deacribid mioutely the different 
Biuges on the overland route to India, and 
ilemonstrated the great advantage «nd 
sustenance it lent to Egypt, and the u timato 
aecline that mast follow tbe adoption ol 
another route by England to her easiern 
posaossious. By an ca,"y transition, his 
Lordship pointed out Ihu f,'reat importanco 
of the most faoilu route buuveun tho 
Eastern and Westorn HcrnisphcreH, and 
stated that mea?urea w^tc .beni;; taken tu 
construct tliat ruuto across what will 
sliortly 1)1! th-i territory of cunfedornted 
British Aiiujrica. Hia Lordship lucidly 
dt.'seribed the wealth and prosperity which 
must follow the acoomplisbmeot of this 
i^reat work to tbe world at large, and these 
Colonies in particular, and conoluded hie 
eloquent discourse amidst the plaudits of a 
deli^jhted audience. Tho lion Chief Justice 
proposed a vole of thanks to right revsrend 
lecturer, which terminated a highly inlcl- 
lectual ovoninK's enlortuiiiinent. The views, 
wore viiry beautifully colored, and iissi^^tud 
materially in conveyinK tho di-scrip'ions o( 
hia lordship to tho minds of his hearers.

Tbe Capital Question in anotlier Lighti 

Mkssbs Kditors:— In a previous letter, 

I pi-.deavored to point out that anxiety rela- 
tive lo the position of the seat of Uovern- 
inent was not as lli.i Excellency seemed to 
intimate, a ^y^lplolIl of great local depression, 
aod only a mete prjof that we wished to havo 
few thcnsaad dollars a year expended among 
us, regardless of the consequences else- 
where, hut that the alarm arose from a con- 
tcrntil.ition of tt'.n c iiiductot the G>:voriiniont 
ot IJritisli Coliiiiibia during the last three 
vears, and felir. lest the one great niaxini ol 
policy, which, during that period, eeein.s to 
liave thrown all (libera into the shade — namely, 
to liiiiUi up New Westminster, or rather to 
attempt it, will continue to prevail with even 
inori! tolling and disastrous effect upon the 
iMiiif.' Cnloiiv lli.in heretofore. I havo read 
lliO Unlii/i ('iihnnhiiin, with the hope of (ind- 
itig some argument in favor ol New West- 
minster, and can find only three, which may 
be briefly stated: Firstly. That toe Ihiion 
Act merges Vancouver Island in British 
(^oluiiihia in consequence of tbo uncondi- 
tional Union rcsolulior:8 of ori branch of our 
' Li'gisialiire, and that such merger should 
I h ave the Capital iMidisUirbtd, that is, al \i w 
j V\ e«tiniuster ; aii'l thai tlioro is a breaeli of 
laith on our part in urging tho contrary. 
Now if thaoet had said anjtliing on the siib- 
! ji'ct, which it does nut, I could imagino there 
I wa'i peril tps some force in the objection ; 
' thoigh even thin s.ch an argum. nt would 
^ scroia.-ly be impaired tiy reason ot tbe silence 
ol Iho tJojijjrnor an. I llio Ligislaiivc CoUQCii 
ol Vancouver Island on Uw' inattor. 

Again, the idea of merger is very inaccu- 
rate. Vancouver Island is mt extinguished. 
The noliiin is lanciliil. Her repreaontatioii 
is provid' d lor by the art. though inadecjuate- 
Iv ; and why shoiihl not her repiiusenta' ives, 
as well lis tl.ose of Hiitlsh Columbia, oiit<i(ie 
ol New Wcstm lihter, who fociii lo be 
ignored in the inquiry, urge that tbo ()08 li(>n 
of the seal of Governmtnt should be iu a 
laeiility where the iniercsiB of tbo Uoiied 
Co'i'Hy rapiire it to lie placed ' 1 lalce il that 
llio liiipiuial I'.iniuiiieiit, in biili!-',aiico, simply 
united the two Lolonies. The title of tliO 
Colony i)f British Colnipbia wlii-h is adoptid 
is shorter than iliai (d British Columbia ami 
Vancouver island; probably theiu was no 
better reopon than this for the selection -if ttie 
former e.vprossion ; had tho latter, and, I may 
add, the more accuraio lille been ailoptoil, 
the objection, such as it is, coold not ha\ o 
uxisted. Il I.S taking a very lo'.v I'StiinuUi ol 
tho dignity ol tho Imperial rarhumeiit lo 
suppose that they should seek, by aside 
wind, to fetter jiublic opin oa in tho United 
Colony ill B inaitBr vhioti might lie, and 
iiuh-e l IS, one ol vital iniporlance. 

Il mav be suggested, iudced, that some 
unkiio.vii ageiioy jiroc.uved the |iiep:ir,ution ot 
tho bill in that manner, with a view tO_ afford 
an argument in favor ol New WestmiBster ;

Tho second argument advanced by your 
COtem[iorary was tho Htroiiglh of tlie position 
of Now Westminster in a military point ot 
view. I know nothing, unforlunately, of 
these raatterh, but I have observed ilmt a 
position is not tooked upon as strong wiieo 
closely BurrooDded by dense forests ; and it 
does strike one thot n few Fenians, with two 
or three small field pieces, placed on the 
sonth bank of the I'Vaser in tho thick tiratier, 
would oau-e groat havoc iu tho biifiiiess i)art 
of that town, and readily liemolish the cucii- 
dence of His E.Tcellency.
